Can animals think? Many ar- 
guments. pro and con, have been

in support of their 
position the state- 
ment of the famous 
philosopher whose 
words have become 
a classic, “I think, 
therefore I am.” 
Tor instance, a dog 
{s not conscious 
of the fact that 
{t Is n dog, elther as a distinct 
animal or as distinguished from 
any other animal. Those who take 
the other view of the matter say 
that animals can and do think be- 
cause of the evidence in almost every 
case; ene way a dog responds to its 
master’s volce and command, the fact 
that a dog knows its master as dis- 
tinguished from other persons with 
whom it may come tn contact. While 
the question Is being debated, the fact 
remains that Instinct {s so much like 
reason, {t Is very difficult at times to 
detect the difference between them. 

Whether an animal responds to 
either instinct of reason, every person 
who has had a pet knows that no one 
could wish for a more hearty appre- 
ciation from any animal than that 
which is expressed, as a response to 
acts of kindness and consideration, by 
a favorite dog. A dog’s sense of pro- 
tection is very highly developed, It 
will brave any danger in order to 
protect {ts master, The Eskimo dogs 
have become famous for their endur- 
ance and bravery in rescue work in 
the frozen country of North America. 
The domestic value of Newfoundland 
dogs is very great. But, the dog 
which appeals to us more strongly 
than all is the one which has become 
the household pet. When that dog 
dies something seems to have hap- 
pened which we can neither define nor 
explain. When we endeavor to dis- 
cover just what it is we are missing, 
we realize it is the element of falth- 
fulness and loyalty, dumb though it 
was, It was very real. 

An organization for the protection 
of animals exists In almost every city 
and county, The chiéf responsibility 
of these organizations, which are sup- 
ported by contributions from an in- 
terested public, is two fold; first, to 
inculcate a desire for the protection 
of animals; second, to arrest any per- 
son who overburdens, abuses or in any

Black Ants Fostered 


on Cocoa Plantations 

“Without Black Ants No Cocoa,” 
reads a sign posted at the entrance 
of a great plantation in central Java. 
It does not go unheeded, for the na- 
tives hand in some 4,000,000 nests of 
these little creatures every year, and 
Tecelve payment in return, These 
black ants live only upon trees in- 
fested by the white cocoa louse. Nelth- 
er the louse nor the ants injure the 
trees. The real enemy is a certain 
beetle whose name is Helopeltis, 
which also attacks the tea plant. It 
has been found that when the black 
ants are present the Helopeltis fails 
to injure the trees. Apparently this 
Sap-sucking pest Is disturbed by the 
activity of the ants, for the latter do 
not attack the beetle. This ts why 
the black ants are protected. Food 
{gs provided for them by picking the 
white cocoa lice from the shells of the 
frult, where they congregate, and 
placing them on the cocoa trees to at- 
tract the ants and disturb the beetles.

First Concrete Poured 
by New Orleans Priest? 


Toward the end of the Nineteenth 
century a French gardener made ba- 
sins by pouring concrete around a net- 
work of iron rods, and until very re 
cently that gardener had been credit- 
ed with having originated the Idea of 
reinforced concrete. 

Not until the summer of 1928 was 
the claim disputed. Then it was dis- 
covered that in 1853 a Jesuit priest of 
New Orleans had anticipated him. A 
church on Baronne street, built tn that 
year, was demolished, It had been 
erected on land reclaimed from a cy- 
Press swamp; and when it was torn 
down the construction of its founda- 
tion walls stood bare, 

The priest, acting as his own archi- 
tect, had poured a concrete of crushed 
oyster shells and bricks around strong 
iron bars, running from top to bottom 
of the walls, and held in place with 
wrought-iron tiwops,

If the police have a whim to make a few 
arrests, they pop suddenly out at 
motorists and book them for doing 
exactly as they have done for days with 
the police looking on. 

One great trouble is that in the 
Legislature we have some men whose 
minds are back in the horse-and-buggy 
era. They feel that the public is of the 
same mind. Such men are sadly out of 
step. 

Punish the bad driver. Give him the 
limit. Every good driver will stand back 
of such action. He looks to Registrar 
Parker for leadership. He has confidence 
in him. There is opportunity for the 
genial and capable registrar to alleviate 
the automobile problem by intelligent 
legislation. 

As things are, the conscientious 


driver is bewildered. He doesn’t know 
how to drive in order not to be brought 
to court. One day the police speed him 
up and the next day they book him for 
doing exactly the same thing at the 
same spot. 

While he is at it, the registrar might 
well bring about stiffer punishment for 
the drunken driver and the speed 
maniac. A loud cheer will go up from 
the majority of the 900,000.

Edwin Hadley and Stanley Nor- 
ton wore Indian blankets and headdresses 
loaned by Mrs. Charles Ward by whose 
courtesy Chief Crazy Bull made the visit to 
Andover. One youngster acted the part of a 
patient while the Medicine Man sang a song 
Poly eet to drive away illness. In order not 
to show partiality to the boys, a half a dozen 
girls were initiated into the mysteries of the 
squaw dance and shown how young Indian 
women sit—which is with a straight back and 
not slouching as so many of our young people 
do. 

Having spoken to 15,000 campers this 
summer, as well as to children in hospitals, he 
congratulated the young people of Andover 
on their good health and strong bodies as well 
as their splendid playingfield, for all of which 
he thought they should be very thankful. 

There was also a short lesson in the sign 
language in which the children joined heartily. 

In a long beaded bag the Chief carried a 
peace pipe, and an Indian doll made of buck- 
skin and dressed in beaded garments which 
was passed about among the children. 

The picture of the friendly Indian with his 
characteristic gestures, especially as he stood 
in the light of the late afternoon shading his 
eyes from the setting sun, will make a lasting 
impression on the minds of his audience and 
do much to dispell the moving-picture version 
of savages armed with tomahawks. Chief 
Crazy Bull made friends with old and young, 
one of the prettiest episodes being when he 
asked to hold a small babe in arms, who went 
to him without a murmur and tugged cheer- 
fully at the ermine skins hanging from his 
feathered headdress, 

Chief Crazy Bull is a grandson of Sitting 
Bull of the Sioux tribe of Indians. He was 
born in the Crow Creek reservation, Fort 
Thompson South Dakota, and was educated in 
the United States government schools. He is a 
graduate of the Haskell institute and also 
studied at Kansas university. During the war, 
he was a member of the 104th Cavalry, 
troop C, the only Indian cavalry troop in the 
United States Army, stationed at Fort 
Rowley, Kansas. 

In 1926, at the dedication of the mammoth 
Haskell stadium at Lawrence, Kansas, the 
government appointed William Jacobs, or 
Crazy Bull, as he is called, to make the speech 
of acceptance on the part of the Indian youth. 
Vice President Curtis made the presentation. 
Mr. Jacobs has been working his way to com- 
plete his education in some Eastern college.

Congressman Rogers Returns to

As you probably know, I am very deeply 
interested in the promotion of the use of air 
ships of all kinds for commercial and other 


purposes, and it seems to me that an effort 
to Interese che local Women's Clubs thavugh- 


out the United States in air-marking their 
towns might result in creating a more wide- 
spread interest in aviation, and it would at 
the same time be very helpful to pilots 
whether they make trans-continental trips 
or only local trips. 

One of the Clubs in my district has already 
taken steps along this line, and I feel very 
sure that one of the Government Depart- 
ments would be willing to assist with sug- 
gestions, so that the marking might be more 
or less standardized, and therefore of greater 
benefit to pilots.

Figures Show Importance of Agriculture 
in Essex County 


Essex county farmers produced more than 
$4,000,000 worth of farm crops in 1928 ac- 
cording to a report issued by the division of 
markets, State Department of Agriculture, in 
co-operation with the New England crop 
reporting service. The total value of milk, 
hay, potatoes, spp and cranberries was 
$3,412,713. Market garden produce and 
small fruits were not included in the report. 
Their value, added to the staple farm crops, 
would easily raise the total past the $4,000,- 
000 mark. 

Milk heads the list in value with a total of 
$2,149,140. The actual return for the milk 
in Essex county is probably considerably in 
excess of this figure for it was based on the

this. The report credits Essex county with 
12,040 cows giving a total of 71,638,000 
pounds of milk. 

Hay comes next with a total value of $1,- 
014,723, based on average prices for the 
state as a whole. There were 31,100 acres in 
hay, an increase from the previous year, but 
the yield per acre fell off slightly. The total 
yield, however, was 53,492 tons, about 12,000 
tons more than in previous year. 

Apples added $207,000 to the total value 
of Essex county crops in 1928. This is prob- 
ably a conservative figure as the state average 
price of $1.25 a bushel was used in making 
the computation.

Every tax payer has discovered to his 
great surprise and sorrow that, in spite of 
Federal tax reductions, his total tax bill, 
including state and local assessments, is 
greater than it has ever been before. Wide- 
spread lesley of the reduction in the 

ederal Income tax may have led the unsus- 
sti citizen to the conclusion that he was 

ing relieved of a considerable tax burden. 
As it happened the state and town govern- 
ments have merely taken the place of the 
Federal Government in boosting taxes. We 
are spending for all taxes about $10,790,000,- 
000 annually. This is approximately one- 
sixth of our national income. The equivalent 
of four working days out of each month go 
for the payment of taxes. That is too heavy a 
burden to place on the industry of this 
country. The rising trend of taxes must be 
checked abruptly if American business is to 
progress in the next ten years as it has in the 
past ten. 

In the old days when every man in the 
community worked out a part of his taxes on 
the roads, on police duty or other public 
service, he understood clearly what the cost 
of Government really was. However, the 
average service then called for was only about 
five days a year! Today business men and 
workmen alike are rendering for taxes the 
equivalent of 48 days work a year! Moreover 
every individual bears this burden. Merely 
because a man is not a property owner and 
does not see the tax collector, he should not 
think he is not paying taxes. He does pay 
just the same. Taxation costs represents an 
item of overhead in everything that anyone 
buys, consumes, or uses in the process of 
working up to a finished product. There are 
only a certain number of potential labor 
hours in the individuals making up any com- 
munity. The number of these hours which he 
spends in meeting the cost of Government 
are just so much taken away from his pos- 
sibility of establishing that surplus of wealth 
upon which the community thrives. 


State and Local Taxes Now Exceed 
Federal 


Federal taxes are still altogether too high. 
It costs us $3,200,000,000 now to maintain 
the Federal establishments. However, ten 
years ago it cost $4,500,000,000. Then we 
were burdened with a much larger war debt 
that we are today. Reduction in interest 
charges, budgeting of Federal expenditures, 
and a rigid economy program have made 

ssible this tax reduction. In the meantime 

iowever, state and local taxes have been 
rapidly advancing. Ten years ago our Fed- 
eral tax bill was $4,500,000,000 and our 
state and local bill but $2,965,000,000, 
Today our local taxes are about $5,290,000,- 
000 and our Federal tax only $3,200,000,000. 
In other words, while we were gleefully 
yushing Federal taxes down the front steps, 
ocal and state taxes sneaked in the back door 
and pillaged the house!

Business Hampered by High Taxes 


Although business has received some relief 
through revisions in the Federal tax laws, 
even those rates are still oppressive. The 
sagt property taxes assessed by local 

iovernments, however, have risen to such 
levels that they threaten to drive business 
out of many communities. One of the first 
questions asked by an industrial enterprise 
seeking a location is, ‘How About Taxes?” 
If they are too high the business goes else- 
where. Many states also have imposed a 
severe income tax. In the mad scramble for 
revenues, city, town and state governments 
have taxed ever Akon Ad they could 
lay their hands on. They are taxing people, 
incomes, savings, spending, special indus- 
tries, privileges, capital, anything at all 
which promises to yield revenue regardless of 
whether economic justice or common sense 
warrants a tax. 


The people themselves are to blame. The 
growing demand for more public improve- 
ments, and the incre necessity for 
taxation are something of the people’s own 
making. We insist on extravagant improve- 
ments, unnecessary “frills’’ and hundreds of 
things which formerly we were able to get 
along without. This habit of “getting the 
Government to do something about it” is one 
of the most costly and wasteful ideas that we 
Americans have developed, It has grown up- 
on us since the War. We became accustomed 
to things then that would not have had con- 
sideration before. Admittedly certain public 
improvements, toads, and adequate 
schools, modern water and sanitary systems 
are very worth while. Indeed improvements 
up to a certain extent are necessary to the 
economic and business development of the 
country. Our great automobile industry 
would never have been possible were it not 
for good roads. However, it appears that the 
state and local governments have entered 
upon an orgy of expenses, nor can we charge 
it all up to road building. Less that twelve 
cents out of every dollar raised by general 
property taxation goes for highways. The 
special taxes on automobiles and gasoline 
are now taking care of 35 per cent of the 
entire highway bill. More and more the 
automobile is paying its own way. A multi- 
tude of other expenditures, some of them 
necessary and many others not so necessary, 
are raising our taxes to the breaking point. 


Scientific Management of Finances 


Would Help 


There is a woeful lack of scientific method 
in the appropriation, raising, and expenditure 
of public money by our cities, towns and 
states. This means that we are getting only 
partial value for the taxes we pay. There are 
48 states; and there are just about 48 varying 
degrees of inefficiency in the handling of 
state finances.

reason can be found in the methods of taxa- 


tion. 

If this is true of states it is far more true of 
cities and towns. Waste and extravagances 
are apparent throughout our city finances. 
Local governments must adopt some uni- 
form system of financial control, such, for 
example, as the Federal government has 
adopted in the Budget Bureau. 

The ‘city manager” plan for instance, is 
working very successfully in some cities. This 
plan centralizes responsibility for all plan- 
ning and purchasing under one expert 
manager. It is the nearest approach to a 
really businesslike administration of town 
affairs and finances that has yet been devised. 
Whether more cities are prepared to adopt 
this plan or not, the people must insist that 
their officials follow the same economical 
handling of public funds which were insisted 
upon and obtained from the Central Govern- 
ment. State taxes since 1921 have increased 
nine per cent each year, and local taxes have 
increased 5 3-10 per cent every year. If this 
continues for a few more years the burden 
will be intolerable to business and to the 
individual taxpayer.

Sacred Stone of Erin 


Lodged in Cathedral 


The anclent Clogh-Olr stone from 
which Clogher, Ireland, is sald to 
have derived its name, has, with the 
consent of the bishop of Clogher, 
been placed in the vestibule of St. 
Macartan's cathedral, to preserve it 
from the weather. The Clogh-Oir 
stone {s said to have been one of the 
three sacred stones of Erin, the oth- 
ers being the Lia Fall, or Stone of 
Destiny, which rests under the corona- 
tion chair in Westminster abbey, and 
the Crom Cuagh, which {fs supposed 
to have bowed before St. Patrick. 
This famous stone which has hitherto 
rested against the north wall of the 
cathedral, was visited at one time by 
Concober MacVessa, high king of Ul- 
ster, Canon Maguire, who wrote a 
commentary on the register of Clog- 
her in 1490, states: “This sacred 
stone was preserved on the right of 
the entrance into the church, and 
traces of the gold with which it has 
been covered by the worshipers of the 
{dol Ceomeod Celsetacht are still vis- 
ible.”

Methods of Escaping 


From Tornado’s Grasp 

The old time “cyclone cellar’ or 
outdoor cave has probably been the 
means of saving more lives from tor- 
nadoes than anything else and {Is still 
one of the best places of refuge ever 
contrived. The southwest corner of 
the basement of a frame house Is al- 
most as safe, especially if a person 
crouches close against the wall. Tor- 
nadoes nearly always approach from 
the south or west and flying debris or 
‘perhaps the house itself will be car- 
tied away from the southwest corner. 
The basement of a brick or stone 
house 1s liable to be a death trap in 
a tornado, as brick or masonry walls 
are liable to collapse and tumble down 
anywhere, 

A person caught in the open when 
a tornado approaches has a choice 
of lying down flat in a depression 
or of filght, Tornadoes travel across 
the country at a rate of thirty to 
sixty miles per hour, usually, and 
escape for a person in an automobile 
is simple if there are highways open. 
A person on foot directly in the path 
of such a storm should run toward 
the northwest, which {is at right 
angles to the storm path and toward 
the side where the winds are least 
violent.—Kansas City Times. 


Suggestion That Skins 
of Birds Replace Furs 

Good furs are scarce these days and 
prices high. So the little northern 
community of Point Barrow, Alaska, 
Suggests wraps and coats made from 
skins of birds, with the downy feath- 
ers intact. Such wraps have been 
worn by northern Alaska natives for 
many decades. 

The breasts of wild geese, ducks, 
gulls and cormorants are removed in 
as large sections as possible. The 
skin, or pelts, are carefully dried in 
the wind for several days. Seal blub- 
ber and fish ofl mixed and melted are 
rubbed while hot into the bird skins. 
Several applications of animal grease 
and much kneading make the feather 
furs as pliable as real pelts. The life 
of feather skins so treated Is as long 
as the lghtér welght furs. 

Geese, ducks and many kinds of 
large fowls are so prolific that im- 
mense flocks are quickly built up and 
the supply of feather fur Is Inexhaust- 
ible, once in favor with the trade. 

Sleeping bags, aviators’ coats and 
caps, explorers’ wraps and lounge 
cushions with feather outside instead 
of inside are other suggested uses of 
the bird skins. 


Platinum’s Many Uses 

In addition to its fashionable duties 
In jewelry, platinum performs Inany 
little-known but necessary services to 
mankind, Radio tubes require plat- 
inum; automobiles require platinum 
points for ignition; photographs, X 
rays, blasting, medicine, dentistry and 
the rayon industry employ platinum. 
Crucibles of platinum that withstand 
high temperatures and all acids ex- 
cept aqua regia are standard equip- 
ment in chemical laboratories. 

Last, but not least, platinum {fs the 
famous “middle-man” of chemistry, 
the catalyst, which, with the agency 
of electric current, performs marvels 
on many solutions and yet Is itself as 
unaffected and continuously powerful 
as the strong man of a_ vaudeville 
team.—National Geographic Society

$12, and he did not think that a heavy burden 
for the use of the roads, when real estate 
owners contributed $33,000,000 out of 
$45,000,000 for the upkeep of the highways, 

In answer to the complaint of car owners 
being assessed for more than twelve months 
Commissioner Long replied that failure to 
secure abatements was due to ignorance of 
the law, permitting adjustments within 
sixty days and to the dealers who should in- 
form owners when transferring or pur hasing 
cars of the abatement period. 

A suggestion was made and Commissioner 
Long approved of it that in order to acquaint 
motor vehicle owners of the abatement clause 
that such information should be printed on 
the bid that abatements could be secured 
within thirty days of receipt of the tax bill, 
This change would necessarily have to be 
made by the legislature. 

After adjournment many of the visitors 
enjoyed the facilities of the Country club and 
golf proved the favorite amusement.
